BATTLE CHEAT MOUNTAIN 
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September 13, 1661 


The fortifications et Valley and Middle mountains were made because of a report 

- filiian Skeen, e lawyer at Huntersville, who furnished them with a map, a-d who 

Mated out that the railroad at Millboro was exposed to attack es well as tne railroad 

Staunton ar.d that It was not as many miles distant by turnpike. Therefore, Robert X. 

e was sent to Focahortes to put up fortifications at this place. He arrived et \alley 

ur.tain on August 8, 1661. All histories say thet his fortifications were on Talley 

ur.tain. That in part is true for that was the pars that his troops watched, but his 

in camp was south of the pass through middle Mt. and the signs there today show the 

eatest amount of work. Lee’s troops were volunteers and amateurs in the art of war. 

ere was a lot of sickness in his camp that summer. Alm.st all cf Lee’s troops, as well 

other confederate troops in the county that summer 1661 were lcwlanders from the 

\ 

iton country. Many of them had never seen a mountain before. Tnat was why the 
mtair.s got them. Tr.ere were very few mountain men in camp. 

Tne Confederate forces took up all of Gr enhrier Valley. They had armies at Travelers 
sose (Camp Bartow) under the command of Loring. At Huntersville (Camp Northwest) at 
lington and Top Allegheney. These troops came from all over the south. They had been 
r.ei there owing to the fabt that it aoon become apparent the Virginia west of the great 
ide was not going to put many soldiers into the field to aid secession. 

At this time Robert E. Lee was a brigadier general of the Confederate troops ar.d was 
ere.i to the Greenbrier Valley to take command of the units there. General Loring out-

The Union end Confederate forces faced eech other for about two months, eech weitir.j 
for the other to give battle. 7inelly, ebout the middle of September, Lee plenned to 
attack the fortifications et ELkweter. Peelizlng that the pike was closed by the 
fortiflcetlcns et Fhlte Top, t_e orders were that of. the night of Sept. 13, (Some either: 
ties sey the 11th), the ermy from Cemp 3artcw were tc climb Back Allegheny then leave t:.< 
reed er.d silently pass whites Top through the spruce woods end to fall in behind these 
fortifications. A port of the army was to stay and watch the ermy et Xhite Top to 
keep them from Joining the other Union forces. The rest of the Army from Camp Bertow 
were tc drop down into Tygarts Velley end march up stream end etteck the Zikweter 
fortifications In the rear, while Lee merched dew:, er.d ettecked the front. ireTer was e 
bettle better planned, end never wes or.e worse executed, but Lee could not have knows 
what the spruce woods on top of Cheet were like or he would net have expected en army 
of southerners to get through et night. Lee’s cemp wes in hardwood territory wmere e 
could eesily walk through. But to tece an ermy through the Jungles of Cheet In the 
night was en unheard of project. There were dense growths of spruce something like e 
vi-undred thousand bcerd feet to the acre. Tmere were many windfalls that could net be 
seen et night. There were greet retches of laurel that even a Pccahontes tear could 
hardly per.etrete. The ground was covered with a plant called hotblerod that rade a 
j,er.sage both painful and difficult. Alao between Beck Allegheny er.d Cneet wes e strip 
of boggy, awempy country so covered with spruce thet the sun could hurdly penetrate. 

To sod tc the horrows of these southern boys, the first scow of the winter began to fall 
that night, end wear, the ner. e t into thet derk ooress through which Cheat River winds 
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ruuitt S. Oil ley

its murky ny they scattered. All sense of direction wes lost. The soldiers sere 
cold, lost and bewildered. They three away their guns and engaged in a cad scramble to 
get out. Most of thee found their way beck to Camp Bartow or to Lee's camp, but it was 
several days bef.re they were in shape to present a warlike front. 

T.;e attack of September 14, on Elkwater hed felled because the mourtalas took a 
hand in it. 

On the next day, L e sent down from his Valley fountain Camp a reco noiterlng party

under the co m&nd of hiejor John A. Washington. Tnis party wes sent to see if Loring had 
gotten across Cheet with his troops. They got to near the Federal breastworks and were 
fired upon. Idajor Washington w^s killed. 

Lse evidently decided not to etteck the Federals et eigher Elkwater or Tbits Top. 
Anyway there was no more fighting that year on the Randolph and Pocahontas lines. 


Eere is a bit of history not found in any of the dispatches. It wes told to Andrew 
Price when he taught school et 3ig Springs on the site of Lee’s camp. Tele by an eye

witness* The summ r of 1661 terminated in one of the biggest reins that ever fell 
in these mountains and produced one of the biggest floods ever known in these streams. 

This downpour lasted all night and at ceybreak next corning both armies. Federal and 
Confederate had broken camp in the night and both were in headlong retreat. 

The Confederates fled south up Old Field Fork of Elk end cut e timber barricade at 
Crocked Fork at the foot of Elk Kountsin (This barricade played a pert in other skirmishes 
later.) 

The Federals retreated down Tygarts Valley turned east et Euttoasvilla ar.d marched 
* f ' r - Juntos ar.d fought the battles at Bartow and Top Allegheny. 

Lee having extricated his army went to Richmond. When he found his summers work 
reduced to nothing by tnis great mishap in the Jungle, he was inclines to believe the 
report that the mountain guide had misled his troops and lost them in the wilderness,

In 1927 when the new highway over Middle and Valley Mountains (Seneca Trail) was 
being greded as Route 24, e greet army dump pile wes uncovered and all sorts of war 
trophies ranging from muskets to pr.rts o ■' cannons were found. These were left by Lee’s 
first command in the Civil War.
